The abstracts 
will be printed in the programme, and it is planned to have this 
in' type three weeks prior to the meeting, so that it will reach 
members before they leave home for Pittsburg. 

In at least one or two of the sessions the papers will be ar- 
ranged on a definite schedule, making it possible for members to 
hear particular papers in which they arc interested by appearing 
at their advertised time of delivery. Those who request places 
.on the definite-schedule programme, or are assigned to it, will 
need to observe punctuality, as their absence will suspend the 



programme for their allotted time, and wilHeave no other oppor- 
tunity for the presentation of their paper. 

All paprs should be limited to 15 minutes, so as to allow 5 
minutes for discussion. [Members who are willing to forego the 
discussion of their papers are at liberty to use the additional 5 
minutes.
